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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. Claims 1-8 and 10 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over WO 97/12955 for the reasons of record in the previous office action. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed January 14, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the process of the WO does not afford a 
detergent particle which is coated with a non-hydrating inorganic material. This is not 
persuasive because the non-hydrating material winds up in the particle. This is not 
persuasive because the non-hydrating material is used in sufficiently large amounts 
(30% in Example 1 , vs. 23% of the surfactant paste), that some amount of the non- 
hydrating material will inevitably be on the outside of the particle, forming a partial 
coating as recited. Furthermore, addition of the non-hydrating material in water is 
exemplified.
